This 
discovery was rated by Byrd as the 
most important achievement of the 
expedition. Asked how it felt to 
fly over the South Pole, Byrd said: 
“Very much like flying over the 
North Pole, except the North Pole 
was bumpier.” 
Tumultaous Reception. 

There was tumultuous enthusi- 
asm as the expedition, borne by the 
bark City of New York and the 
steamer Eleanor Bolling, entered 
the harbor of Dunedin. Dunedin 
was the last city to bid Byrd good- 
by when he set out for the Antarc- 
tic in December, 1928. 

Thousands of persons lined the 
waterfronts. Bands played “The 
Star Spang'ied Banner” and “The 
Conquering Hero.”’ Scores of small 
craft scurried out and escorted the 
two ships to their docks. 

Byrd’s comment on the accom- 
plishment of the expedition was 
brief. He said: 

“Surely the South Pole flight 
was not more important than the 
flight during which we discovered 
the new land to the east, on the 
other side of the Ross Dependency. 
This I have named Marie Byrd 
Land. 

“The six scientists with us 
worked seriously and the results 
should prove very useful. We sur- 
veyed 280,000 square miles of 
hitherto unmapped country.” 

Byrd Praises Pioneers. 

Dunedin has cheered explorers 
who preceded Admiral Byrd into 
the Antarctic ice floes. To these 
explorers, including Roald Amund- 
sen, Admiral Byrd paid tribute. 

“They had difficulties to over- 
come,” he said, “many more than 
we. These gallant men did not 
cease after seeing the many things 
they had to overcome. Because of 

aviation and our dogs we did not 
undergo the difficulties and hard- 
ships of those pioneers. They de- 
serve our utmost respect. 

_ “We got used to the cold’and our 
houses were warm enough. The 
monotony was the ant 4 thing we 
had to encounter.” 

Official Address of Welcome. 

A representative of the ‘New 
Zealand Government, in a brief ad- 
dress of welcome, paid .tribute to 
Admiral Byrd as the first man to 
fly over both the North and South 
Poles and the omy one who has 
conquered the South Pole by alr. 

Byrd replied briefly: “We have 
been fortunate in a great many 
ways.” he said, “and without that 
good fortune we would never have 
accomplished what we did. All 
that we set out to do has been 
done. 

“If I said all I think of the men 
who accompanied me into the Ant- 
arctic you would think I was 
boasting.” 

Other members of the expedition 
were reticent about their achieve- 
ments. The explorers will remain 
here about 10 days and then will 
sail for New York by way of the 
Panama Canal.

DUNEDIN, N. Z.. March 10.— 
Out of drizzling rain that swept 
across the sea the City of New 
York, Admiral Byrd’s flagship, 
hove in sight this morning. The 
scarred vessel, its sides gnawed by 
ice and heavy sea, came around 
the heads and rolled in the broad 
mouth of the Estuary that leads 
inland a few miles to Dunedin. 

Small boats swarmed around as 
the pilot boat went alongside and 
not even the rain squalls could 
dampen the enthusiasm of those 
who wanted to welcome Syrd 
back to civilization. 

As soon. as the pilot boat with 
the medfcal and customs officials 
had boarded the ship, H. L. Tapley, 
whose firm has been the New Zea- 
land agent of Admiral Byrd, went 
aboard the New York and greeted 
him. As the ship swung farther 
upstream James Juncan of Tap- 
ley’s, who has labored long hours 
over the affairs of the expedition, 
climbed aboard. They found Byrd 
wearing his high boots, fur pants, 
a brown sweater and woolen cap 
and looking eagerly at the shore. 

“Yes, it's good to be back,” he 
sald.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The 
body of former President and 
Chief Justice William Howard Taft 
lay today in his home while the 
nation prepared highest 
honors. The jower chambers of 
the House were filled with flowers, 
testifying to the respect and affec- 
tion of the people. 

The quiet of the pleasant old 
house on Wyoming avenue was 
unbroken save for the occasional 
arrival of friends bringing |. ex- 
pressions of sympathy to Mrs. Taft 
or of messages with more flowers 
and notes of condolence. 

From the White House to the 
most remote outpost of the mili- 
tary and naval bases, flags were 
at half-mast. Congress met only 
to adopt resolutions of sorrow, 
then adjourned in respect. 

Tomorrow for three hours the 
body will lie in state beneath the 
rotunda of the Capitol. Funeral 
services ,at All Souls’ Unitarian

Members of the Supreme Court, 
over which Mr. Taft presided for 
a decade, will form an honorary 
escort, and eight noncommissioned 
officers from the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps will be - palibearers. 
The body will lie on an historic 
catafalque upon which rested four 
former Presidents—Abraham Lin- 
coln, James A. Garfield, William 
McKiniey and Warren G. Harding. 

The funeral services, lasting 30 
minutes and beginning at 2 o’clock, 
will be conducted by the family 
pastor, the Rev. Ulysses G.. B. 
Pierce. The pew where Mr. Taft 
sat in the church will be decorated 
with flags and flowers. As the 
church bell starts to toll, the Rev. 
Mr. Pierce will stand at the door 
to meet the procession. 

fithin the church, with its plain 
white-painted pews and pillars, the 
casket will be taken to the chancel 
while the organs play the proces- 
sional. Memorial chimes will play 
the hymns, “Abide With Me” and 
“Lead Kindly Light,” and two of 
Mr. Taft's favorite poems, “The 
Happy Warrior,” by William 
Wordsworth, and Alfred Tennyson's 
“Ode on the Death of the Duke 
of Wellington” will be read. There 
will be no eulogy. 

At Arlington, the committal 
service and prayer will be con- 
cluded with Tennyson's “Crossing 
the Bar” and the military salute. 

President Hoover, delegations of 
20 from the Senate and House, 
members of the Supreme Court, 
the Cabinet and the Diplomatic 
Corps will attend the church serv- 
ices. 

Desired Burial in Arlington. 

A military escort will accompany 
the body to the cemetery. It was 
Mr. Taft’s expressed wish that he 
be buried at Arlington. For this 
honor he was eligible through his 
having held the post of Secretary 
of War. as well as through his hav- 
ing served as Commander ip Chief 
of the Army and Navy as Presi- 
dent. He is the first President to 
be buried at the National Ceme- 
tery. 

President and Mrs. Hoover to- 
morrow will go directly from. the 
White House to the church for the 
funeral and do not expect to at- 
tend the ceremonies in the rotun- 
da of the Capitol From. the 
church Mr. and Mrs. Hoover will 
go to Arlington for the service at 
teh grave.

Pursued by Dog Over 
Which Victim Once 
Killed Man. 


Clarence A. Sweeny, secretary of 
the Sweeny Tire Co., 1501 North 
Grand boulevard, was shot to death 
last night as he attempted to over- 
power one of three armed men 
who had just robbed the place - 
$277.20. 

Seeing his only son slain, John 
lL. Sweeny, president of the tire 
company, fought fiercely with the 
robbers and was knocked down 
and shot at, but not wounded. His 
face was bruised. 

The robbers escaped, chased by 
their victim's prize-winning Great 
Dane, Brownye. Young Sweeny 
had shot and killed a man in 1926 
to protect Brownye. 

Clarence Sweeny was 29 years 
old. He resided with his father at 
3603 Cass avenue, adjoining the 
tire store, which is at the north- 
west corner of Grand and Cass. 

Father’s Story of Hold-Up. 

After a sleepless night, the elder 
Sweeny. a slight, bespectacled man 
of 50, was near collapse as he re- 
lated the story of his son’s murder 
te reporters, as follows: 

“Clarence and I were in the store 
and our tire changer, Charies 
Jamerson, a Negro, was out ok the 
sidewalk about 9:15 o’clock when 
three men with pistols walked in. 
They were tough-looking. custom- 
ars. 2 saidt ‘Pat“em. ude" 
and I kne ras a holdup. 
“They made Jamerson come iu 
and pushed him back in the store 
where one robber held him, An- 
other stood near the door and 
guarded me. The third went be- 
hind a tire rack and guarded Clar- 
ence while robbing the cash regis- 
ter. 

“] felt cool and gradually worked 
closer to the door, hoping to at- 
tract the attention of passersby. I 
also figured I might make a break 
and get my revolver from my 
home. 

Tried to Out-Talk Them. 

“All the time—it seemed like 15 
or 20 minutes—my son and I were 
stalling and trying to out-talk the 
robbers. I glanced south. toward 
the filling station across Cass ave- 
nue and three times threw up my 
hands, hoping to attract the at- 
tendant’s attention. The third time 
I was ordered to keep my hands 
down. 

“*You’re making suckers of 
yourselves,’ ] argued with the rob- 
bers. “The cops are going to come 
over to the filling station on their 
rounds in a few minutes and you'll 
be caught.’ One of the men re- 
plied: ‘Well, ge got to make a liv- 
ing.’ 

“The robbers acted like old 
hands. They were thoroughly busi- 
ness-like. 

nee | always knew Clarence 
wouldn't let any holdup man, get 
away with it and I was worried. 
I said to him: ‘Clarence, you're 
in the bucket, let 'em go.’ 

“The last robber to leave the 
store—a big fellow—turned his 
back on us as he was about to 
step out on Grand. Clarence moved 
quickly to the doorway, threw an 
arm about the man’s neck and 
started to drag him back in. 

Slayer Fired Blindly. 

“A ghot was fired then and Clar- 
ence fell to the floor; I didn’t see 
whe fired. but was told iater by 
Jamerson that the man Clarence 
grabbed had shot him, firing blind- 
ly back over his left shoulder with- 
out turning his head.” 

The bullet struck Sweeny over 
the left eye and passed through his 
head, emei;sing from the rear and 
cutting through his hat. 

“When I saw my boy lying on 
the floor I knew he was dead and 
I lost control,” the father con- 
tinued. .“I flew at them. . I -suc- 
ceeded in knocking a pistol out of 
one man’s hands and it flew under 
the tire rack. I couldn't get it as 
| was struggling with the men and 
we both slipped to the floor. Then 
somebody hit me. They tell me 
three shots were fired at me, but 
I was so excited I didn't notice.

Justice Holmes arose after the 
Justices took their seats and Said: 

“On Saturday last, just as we 
were expecting him at a confer- 
ence of the Justices, we were in- 
formed that our brother. Mr. Jus- 
tice Sanford, had become uncon- 
scious after a slight operation. Five 
minutes later we received word 
that he was dead. 

“Thus suddenly the life of a 
faithful worker who was born also 
to charm went out. 

“Afterward came the news that 
the late Chief Justice had found 
relief from his hopeless illness in 
death.

Most of Victims of Blaze at

SEOUL, Korea, March 10.—One 
hundred and four persons were 
killed and more than 100 injured 
today in a fire which broke out 
at a motion picture show at the 
Chinkai Naval Base in Southern 
Korea, Most of the victims were 
Japanese naval men, their wives 
and children. 

The specia] motion picture exhi- 
bition was in celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
battle of Mukden in the Russo- 
Japanese war. 

The show was given in a ware- 

house. The film which ignited and 
caused the fire was a patriotic re- 
production of scenesin the Russo- 
Japanese war. About 600 persons 
were in the building. Most of those 
who were killed were trapped in 
the building. The fire broke out 
at 3 o'clock in the afternoon and 
raged for two hours. 
Most of the victims were smal! 
children, Flames from the ware- 
honse for a time threatened to 
spread to a nearby ammunition 
magazine.

in the first degree and arson in'th 
first degree. 

On a bench warrant issued by 
Circuit Judge Calhoun after th» 
grand jury had voted indictments, 
Balson was taken in custody short- 
ly before noon at his real estatc 
office, 5899 Delmar boulevard, by 
Detective-Captain John  Carro!! 
and Deputy Sheriff Edward 
Reddy. 

The officers took him in an au- 
tomobile to the city jail, where 
he was locked up. He was puf!- 
ing a pipe as he entered the jail 
building. He volunteered no state- 


ment, and on orders from the 
Circuit Attorney, no one was per- 
mitted te question him. 

Others Named in Indictment. 

Indicted with Balson are Ralph 
Pierson, minority owner of the ho- 
tel properties and associate of Bai- 
son in the real estate business; Rob- 
ert H. Cotham. who was night 
clerk at the Buckingham, and Ar- 
drew B. Meadows, who was night 
watchman at the Annex. 

Pierson, Cotham and Meadows 
have been in city jail since they 
were arrested last January tn a re- 
vived investigation of the fire.

North Carolina Judge and Owen J.

WASHINGTON, March 10. — 
President Hoover will have the 
names of United States Circuit 
Judge John. J. Parker of Char- 
lotte, N. C., and Owen J. Roberts 
of Philadelphia, special Govern- 
ment oil counsel, prominently be- 
fore him when he turns to the task 
of selecting a successor to Justice 
Sanford of the Supreme Court. 

Circumstances combine to pro- 
ject Judge Parker as a logical 
choice. He is regarded as one of 
the ablest lawyers in the South, 
and figured as a Cabinet contender 
when Hoover took office, President 
Coolidge put Parker on the circuit 
bench Oct. 3, 1925. As Justice 
Sanford was from Tennessee, the 
Southern Republicans think Hoover 
will turn to the South in filling the 
vacancy. 

The belief is that Mr. Hoover 
will not appoint anyone from New 
York or Massachusetts since each 
now has two men on the Supreme 
Court bench. Attorney-General 
Mitchell has been mentioned, but 
to select him would’ give two 
places to Minnesota and would put 
two law partners on the bench, 
since Justice Butler of St. Paul 
and Mitchell were in the same 
firm, 

It is doubtful whether Roberts 
would be available. He has de- 
clined overtures for other Govern- 
ment positions. 

Others mentioned in the gossip 
heard here are John W. Davis of 
West Virginia, Democratic presi- 
dential mominee in 1924; Senator 
Borah, Judge William S. Kenyon 
of the Circuit Court and a foriner 
Republican Senator from Towa, 
and Calvin Coolidge. Sume Sena- 
tors have indicated they will con- 
tinue to oppose the nomination of 
a successor who would increase 
the dominant conservative ma- 
jority with which Justice Sanford 
was associated. There now are 
five Republicans and three Demo- 
crats on the bench. 

Opinions by Justice Sanford. 

During his term of office, Jus- 
tice Sanford delivered 135 opinions. 
Hie was regarded as one of the 
court’s most conservative members 
and during his entire service de- 
livered only one dissenting opinion. 

Among the more important 
eases in which the court's decision 
was written by Justice Sanford are 
the Okanogan, in which the pow- 
er of the President to pocket veto 
was sustained; the Everards Brew- 
ery Co., in which the Court held 
that physicians could not legally 
prescribe beer, 

In the Liberty Warehouse case 
from Kentucky he sustained the 
validity of State contracts regulat- 
ing co-operative marketing and, in 
the Bedford cut-stone case, he 
handed down an important labor 
decision, which had the broad ef- 
fect of regulating agreements be- 
tween labor unions in the handling 
of material affected by a strike. He 
also wrote the decision sustaining 
state syndicalism laws in proceed- 
ings brought from California by 
Anita Whitney.

DR. COOK FREE. WIL 
STUDY ‘NEW SUENCE 


Leaves Prison for Chicago 
Where He Plans Research to 
Aid Narcotic Addicts.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 10. 
—Dr. Frederick <A. Cook, whose 
claims to discovery of the North 
Pole in 1908 were branded as 
fraudulent, left the United States 
penitentiary at Leavenworth late 
yesterday, was driven in an auto- 
mobile to this city and departed 
for Chicago last night. He was 
released on parole from a sentence 
of 14 years and nine months im- 
posed upon him at Fort Worth, 
Tex., for using the mails to sell 
allegedly fake oil stock. 

In Chicago Cook will work and 
study with Dr. P. F. Thompson, a 
lifelong friends to whom he will be 
accountable during the period of 
the parole, which expires.in 1935. 
Cook expects to study and work 
toward creation of a new science, 
which he calls “cellular therapy.” 
His study would be aimed, he said, 
at a better understanding of the 
anatomy, physiology and patholo- 
gy of all the’ cells of the body. 
Such study, he thinks, is necessary 
before physicians can cope with 
narcotic degeneration. 

“For five years,’ he said, “I have 
lived in close corftact with an aver- 
age of 1000 of the worst narcotic 
addicts the world produces. They 
taught me more than I was able 
to teach them.” 

Still asserting that he reached 
the Pole, Cook declared he doce 
not intend to engage in any argu- 
mentative discussions to establish 
his claims, nor is he going to at- 
tempt to prove his claim to the 
topping of Mount McKinley—an- 
other honor which he claimed and 
which was a target for criticism. 

Cook said he would “never, 
never have anything to do with 
any more stocks as long as he 
lived.”” He declared he lost al! his 
money tn the oil venture, that 
nothing was saved from the crash. 

He had $60 in his billfold when 
he left Kansas City. He said that 
was all the money he had to start 
life over again at the age of 65. 


Going to Rest Awhile Before De- 
ciding Upon Future Career.

Frederick A. Cook returned to 
Chicago today. 

“Emerging from the doom and 
gloom of Lenvenworth. which to 
me has been an isle of rest for 
five years, a new world appears,” 
the former explorer said. “Coming 
from the jungle on penaldom, we 
must for some time feel like wild 
animals who have lost their way. 

“I am tired and for awhile I am 
going to rest. Then I will decide 
upon a future career. Probably, I 
will go back to Fort Worth after 
a few months in Chicago. First I 
have some literary work I wish to 
finish and then I will conclude 
some researches begun.”

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SENATE COALITION: 
REORGANIZING FOR 
TARIFF BILL FIGHT 


Progressive-Demioc r a t ic 
Group Now Attempting 
to Collect Forces and 
Halt Grundy’s Log-Rolling

WASHINGTON, March 10.— 
With the Senate in recess until 
Wednesday because of the death 
of former President Taft, leaders 
of the Progressive-Democratic Cco- 
alition have two days in which to 
reorganize their scattered forces 
and prepare for a final attempt to 
halt the log-rolttng combination 
which has been advancing threugh 
a succession of high tariff tri- 
umphs. 

Events of the last week left no 
doubt that the Old Guard is again 
definitely in the saddle, and un- 
less something is done to smash 
the vote-swapping campaign en- 
gineered by Senator 
Grundy, a whole series of reversals 
comparable to those on sugar and 
cement is in prospect. 

Among the important commodi- 
ties on which the Senate has re- 
fused tariff increases in the last 
six months, but which are to be 
offered again by “Grundy’s 
gang,” are lumber, oll, pig iron, 
aluminum, glass and hides. Of 
these, oil, lumber and hides have 
been somewhat definitely identified 


tas being involved in the trade by 


which the sugar increase was put 
across, 

It has been estimated in the Sen- 
ate that adoption of all the pro- 
posed increases would add more 
than $1,000;000,000 a. year to the 
cost of living in the Gaited States. 
It is calculated that the Sugar and 
cement increases, already adopted, 
will add, respectively, $30,000,009 
and $108,000,900, to the consumers’ 
burden, that the proposed increase 
on glass would raise the retail cost 
approximately $15,000,000, and 
that the lumberincrease would add 
about $50,000,000 more. 

Oil Tariff Most Important. 

But by far the most important 
among the proposed tariffs, from 
the public’s standpoint, is that on 
oil. It has been calculated that a 
duty of 80 cents a barrel on erude 
petroleum would add at least $720,- 
000,000 a year to the sale price, and 
that by the time this was expanded 
over gasoline and refined products 
the total would be twice that 
amount. 

Although oi) has been a keystone 
in the vote-swapping program, it is 
recognized that prospects for a 
duty on oil are slimmer than those 
on some other products. Imposi- 
tion of a tariff on oil would re- 
quire a switch of seven votes from 
the last roll call, when the vote was 
42 to 29 against taking it off the 
free list. Realizing this, “oil Sen- 
ators” are making strenuous ef- 
forts to obtain a vote prior to the 
vote on lumber and aluminum. 
Failure to obtain the oil duty would 
release them from any obligation 
to vote for the other proposals. 
The unwritten rule which governs 
Senate log-rolling is: “Deliver 
only unto those who deliver for 
you.” 

One phase of the effort to halt 
the log-rolling compDination prob- 
ably will be an attempt to compel 
Senator Grundy to remove his high 
tariff lobby from the Senate office 
building, where he installed it 
following. his appointment by Gov. 
Fisher of Pennsylvania. 

To the activity of this lobby is 
partly attributed -the formation and 
success of the log-rolling scheme. 
Senator Pat Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sssippi, said today jhe thought the 
Senate should declare in general 
terms its policy ward allowing 
Government buildings to be occu- 
pied by special interests seeking 
legislation and toward that end 
would either ask the Rules Com- 
mittee to investigate and report, or 
woujd offer a resolution on the 
Senate floor.

It will be the second 
time the funeral of a distinguished 
American has been broadcast from 
Washington. The funeral of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan from the New 
York Avenue Presbyterian Church 
was similarly broadcast.

yesterday said it “was an inspira- 
tion to know that we had in our 
midst a man who exemplified to 
the fullest extent the difference be- 
tween counterfeit and real re- 
ligion.”’ 

“His religion was the real coin 
that is accepted at its face value in 
every land,” he said... “A noble 
spirit “has been called from our 
midst into the invisible and our 
hearts are touched with sorrow at 
his passing.”’ 

Rare Specimen of Religion.

Gandhi’s Demand for Com- 
plete Independence. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON.—The decision of the 
Indian Nationalist Congress to 
work for complete independence 


from Great Britain marks a turn- 
in, point in the career of Mahatma 
Gandhi and envisions possible vio- 
lence, a thing that has always been 
held rep nt to him. 

When the Parsees abandoned 
the Indian snovement to boycott 
the ceremonies welcoming -the 
Prince of Wales in India in 1921. 
their , compatriots robbed and 
burned their homes and killed 
many of them, 

Gandhi, the apostle of nonvio- 
lence, immediately recalled the 
mass civil disobedience order 
which ,he had issued and began 
a long fast as penance for the 
Nationalists’ sigs of violence. 


But at Christmas, 1921, when 


the Prince of Wales was in Cal- 


cutta, the Nationalist Congress at 
Ahmadabad elected Gandhi dicta- 
tor and gave him authority to name 
his own successor. The Nationil- 
ists wished to authorize “violence 
if necessary” but Gandhi, the non- 
violent, threw so mueh force 
against the proposal that it was 
defeated. —~ 
Outlawing the ‘ 

The British authorities could no 

longer ignore the rebellious tend- 


lawed the Congress, arresting thou- 
sands of men and women. At that 
moment one word from Gandhi 
would probably have precipitated

He immediately suspended his ul- 
timatum to the Viceroy and again 
did penance. 

Two Years in Prison. 

The Indian mystic had been 
threatened with arrest for about 
The Government at last 
took the long-contemplated step 
and arrested the Mahatma as he 
led his followers in sundown pray- 
er on the banks of the river Gu- 
jrathk, Appearing in court wearing 


to six years for sedition at Ahma- 
dabad on March 18, 1922. He en- 
tered upon a six-year program of 
self-improvement at Yerawada 
prison. He was released in Febru- 
ary, 1924, after serving nearly two 
years. 

Gandhi immediately resumed 
leadership of the Nationalists and 
urged them to take up spinning 
their own yarn for cloth as an an- 
tidote to violence and for econom.- 
ic reasons. The Indian leader 
wished to break India’s dependence 
upon Lancashire for textiles. The 
charka or spinning wheel was 
placed on the Nationalist flag. 

In December, 1924, Gandhi head- 
ed the Nationalist Congress which 
met at Belgium. It was his first 
appearance since his imprisonment. 
The next year a woman, the poet- 
Sarojini Naidu, led the National- 
ists’ meeting for the first time. 
Thereafter until:the Congress of 
December, 1929. Gandhi kept out of 
prominence. Then last Christmas 
he came out for complete inde- | 
pendence from Great Britain, a 
more radical step than he had ever 
before advocated.

It is really Great Britain which 
is vitally concerned in the French 
demand for.a security pact.

British Premier, ee in England, Says | 


Delegates Have Passed First Stage, 
Mutual Understanding.

NEW YORK, March 10.—Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald, in a 
radio address yesterday, said the 
five-Power naval conference at 
London was on the way to negotia- 
tion of its difficulties. He said he 
thought it would “set the face of 
the world toward the dawning day 
of universal peace.” 

In an i.ddress broadcast in the 
United States and Canada by the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
MacDonald, who spoke from his 
country home in England, told his 
listeners he did not entertain the 
thought of failure. 

“All is well,” he said. “We have 
been delayed three weeks, but we 
have used the time well in clearing 
up differences between delegations. 
M. Briand and his fellow-delegates 
returned Thursday evening and 
were hard at work Friday morning. 
Ubnferences are continuing over 
the week-end. The thought of fail- 
ure is not entertained in St. James's 
Palace. Our American fricnds may 
be of as good hopes and heart as 
we are.. We shall not give up until 
human ingenuity and patience are 
exhausted, and that is a long way 
off yet. 

Reply to Pessimists. 

‘Those pessimist friends of ours 
who find so much pleasure in deep 
mourning told you you would hear 
little more of us. They do not know 
us. We-have worked hard, but not 
nearly so hard as we should have 
done had there been any serious 
chanee of the conference failing,” 

He deciared the conference had 


| passed the first stage wherein the 
| delegates ‘got to unJcrstand one an- 


other. The second stage, he said, 
was discussion of actual programs. 

“Of course,” he went on, “when 
we reach the inevitable point where 
programs have to be discussed, we 
are on dangerous ground. The 
program is the task of our beliefs 
in peace.

ference has failed, but there is no 
way around them. We must cut 
our way through them.” 

He said the technical experts

strations are more like the convulsicts of 
a hospital patient than exhibitions of 4 per- 
son of robust physique. 

American Communism is now hopelessiy 
split into four organizations. Within two 
years there have appeared two offshoots of 
the Workers’ (Communist) party. the parent 
party, each publishing its own weekly eor- 
gan, and a bitter, triangular war has raged 
since July, 1929, The fourth organization is 
the Proletarian party which since 1920 has 
been unable to convince Moscow it alone 
is entitled te recognition. 

It is impessible to ascertain the member- 
ship of the party and the factions. One 
thing is certain. During the bitter wran- 
gies of the last two years the party has lost 
Many members. It is doubtful whether it 
has over 4000 or 5000 members. Various 
estimates place the membership of the 
James P. Cannon group (the Communi 
League of Amerfca) at between 606 
$0@ and of the Jay Lovestore group (the 
Communist Majority party) at ever 1000. 
The Proietarian party prebabiy has a few 
hundred.

In’ removing 
broken or diseased parts of roots, 
the cut should be clean and sharp 
and so slafited that the exposed 
surface will be’ toward the bottom 
of ‘the ‘hole. This insures 4 more 
ready contact between the;root end 
and the soil. thus providing a bet- 
ter ‘water supply” and  better| 
chances for an early and - quick 
growth of new roots. 

In planting the tree, cover the 
bottom of the hole with a layer of 
loose subsoil in which manure-or 
fertilizer. has. been jhoroughly 
mixed. Place the.tree in the hole, 
spreaditig the reots out naturally, 
and cover well with topsoil. The 
soil can be worked in about the 
roots by shaking the tree up and} 
down and by working ‘a stick the 
size of a broom handie in aniong’ 
the roots-as the soil is thrown in. 
After the roots are covered with 
soil, the ground should be firmed 
about thém- by packing the ground 
with the feet. 

When the soil throwu in about 
the roots is not fine enough to pre- 
vent the formation of little air 
pockets, a good soaking’ wilh be of 
great help., The water. will) wash 
loose soil particles into these voids 
and around ‘the roots.
